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Guildhall: ‘no evidence’ of fraud 


AXMINSTER Guildhall Committee vice- 
chairman Sue Spiller says there is no evi¬ 
dence that fraud is the reason for the 
venue’s financial discrepancies. 

As previously reported, the committee’s annual 
report revealed “negative discrepancies between 
hire charges due and and monies received”. 

The report also explained that the matter had 
been investigated and there was no way to recover 
the losses. 

Axminster residents demanded answers during 
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public forum when the town council met on Mon¬ 
day, April 11th. 

Local resident Anne Smart was first out and ex¬ 
pressed concern that tax payers’ money appeared 
to shore up the Guildhall. 

It was explained that the council used to make an 
annual grant to Axminster Guildhall Management 
Committee to cover 
running costs - and that 
the town council/Guild- 
hall constitution does 
state that a grant should 
be given as and when 
required. 

That seemed to be the 
end of the matter and 
other issues were dis¬ 
cussed. 

But a late arrival, local 
resident Sue Ticehurst, 
clutching a copy of the 
Pulman’s View Guild¬ 
hall article, drove a 
much harder line of in¬ 
quiry. 

She said: “I was fairly 
taken aback by the 
headline in the paper 
about the discrepancies 
in the monies received 
and the monies ac¬ 
counted for and that it 
has been investigated 
but that you can’t estab¬ 
lish what has happened. 

“And it just struck me 
that, at best, and I mean 
at best, that must be 
sloppy book-keeping 
somewhere if the 
money has been re¬ 
ceived and has disap¬ 
peared into the wrong 
account or whatever. 

“If that is not the case,

and it is the worst case scenario, it must be a matter 
of fraud or theft. 

“I would have thought the first priority, the pri¬ 
mary purpose of staff, is to look after public 
monies. 

“Obviously there has been a problem here and 
presumably there is a line of accountability from 
one member of staff to a more senior one and, ul¬ 
timately, to the councillors who are accountable to 
us, the electorate. 

“It really concerns me that £5,000 or thereabouts 
just seems to have disappeared into thin air and 
cannot be explained.” 

Councillor Spiller started off by repeating the an¬ 
swer given to Ms 
Smart, saying: “Over 
the last year to 18 
months fundraising 
events didn’t produce 
the income that we had 
hoped. 

“The Guildhall man¬ 
ager who was in post at 
the time has left us and 
moved away from the 
area. 

“We now have a new 
manager in post who is 
working very hard to find ways to make us more 
efficient. 

“But because of the lack of support and the lack 
of funds that were coming in it meant that the 
Guildhall needed help once again from the town 
council. 

“And therefore the town council passed a grant 
of £5,000 to enable the Guildhall to continue func¬ 
tioning. 

“It is one of the best halls around here, if not the 
best hall in East Devon, and I’m sure that anyone 
who has attended an event here would not like to 
see this building closed.” 

Saving the alleged issues of sloppy book keeping, 
fraud and theft until the end, she said: “Yes, the ac¬ 
counts have been audited and we can’t find any 
trace of any fraudulent activity at the present time. 

“But, yes, there were discrepancies in the figures 
and we are now working hard to ensure that in the 
future there are no discrepancies. 

“We hope that our forthcoming events, particu-

IN THE three weeks that the new Seaton Juras¬ 
sic Centre has been open, 10,000 people have 
passed through its doors. 

If such numbers are maintained, that means 
around 170,000 could be visiting the attraction 
in its first year, far exceeding the 60,000 pre¬ 
dicted. I believe that figure could easily build to 
250,000 as it will be a huge hit for school visits. 

Having been given a personal tour of the cen¬ 
tre by East Devon councillor Ian Thomas, one 
of those who played an important part in help¬ 
ing to deliver this splendid £4 million resource, 
I have no doubt that the Seaton Jurassic Centre 
will put Seaton well and truly on the tourism 
map. 

I’m not generally one for visiting tourist at¬ 
tractions. As regular readers of this column 
might recall, it took me 25 years for me to take 
my daughter on Seaton’s excellent tramway. 
(By the way, this year I’m taking her to Peco- 
rama in Beer!) 

But as a new grandfather I can’t wait for my 
son’s daughter to get to the age when I can take 
her to the Jurassic Centre, recently opened by 
the Princess Royal. 


East Devon District Council should be con¬ 
gratulated for seeing this project through to 
fruition during a period when local govern¬ 
ment finance has been slashed. 

One neighbouring resort I can think of which, 
rather grandly, considers itself to be at the epi¬ 
centre of the Jurassic coast will be extremely 
peeved that they have not been able to deliver 
such an attraction. 

Whilst owned by the district council, the cen¬ 
tre is being run by Devon Wildlife Trust with 20 
staff and 80 enthusiastic volunteers. 

I’m no expert on the earth sciences, but this 
is an attraction that kids will love. It’s totally 
unique and offers so much in the way of inter¬ 
active gismos. 

I’m told it took 16 years of effort by the district 
council and their partners to get the operation 
funded and up and running. 

I have no doubt that Seaton will benefit 
greatly from the hundreds of man hours that 
went into the attraction which draws on the 
unique marine and geological heritage of our 
coastline.

MP forced to clarify 
hospital stance 

LOCAL MP Hugo Swire has come under fire for 
comments he made concerning the future of 
hospitals within his constituency. 

Mr Swire, the MP for East Devon, seemed to sug¬ 
gest, in an interview with BBC Radio Devon, that it 
was up to the local community to take out a lease 
on the building. Ottery Hospital will transfer to 
NHS Property Services (NHS PS) in June along 
with 10 other community hospitals in Devon. 

This led to several angry responses on social 
media, including Devon County Councillor and 
former parliamentary candidate Claire Wright, 
who described the comments as “unbelievable". 

Earlier last month the League of Friends failed 
in their bid for a judicial review into the closure of 
hospital beds and the minor injuries unit by the 
CCG. 


BEER parish councillor Mo Westlake has wel¬ 
comed the decision to restore the bus service be¬ 
tween the village and Exeter - with the return of 
a direct link to the Royal Devon & Exeter Hospital 
being especially greeted. 

Whilst Seaton mayor Cllr Tony Woodman has 
welcomed the increase in the number of buses 
serving the town, and hopes it will stay that way 
beyond the summer season. 

In announcing its new summer schedule - to 
begin on May 8th - First Wessex confirmed that 
a new service, the X52, will run from Bridport to 
Exeter via Lyme Regis, Seaton, Beer and the hos¬ 
pital approximately every two hours. 

Seaton mayor Tony Woodman said: “The bus 
services are vital to a large number of people so 
any improvement is to be welcomed. 

“Now we have Seaton Jurassic I would hope 
more people would use these services to visit our 
wonderful town and that would make operation 
of the services that much more viable." 

Cllr Westlake, who led a campaign against the 
cuts during the winter when First Bus announced 
that the X53 service was being cut from six to 
three journeys a day, said: 1 ‘For the moment it will 
be for the summer only. “ 

Beer Parish Council wrote to First Bus to com¬ 
plain about the cut¬ 
backs and Cllr West- 
lake organised a public 
meeting against the 
reduced service. 

The company has 
made no promises be¬ 
yond the summer sea¬ 
son. First Wessex 
general manager 
Simon Newport said:

Potholes could be a 
thing of the past 

SIDMOUTH’S potholes could soon be a thing of 
the past after it was chosen as a pilot area to 'roll¬ 
out' a scheme to fix the county's roads. 

Devon County Council launched its Community 
Road Warden scheme in several areas 18 months 
ago to enable communities to do a range of high¬ 
way work themselves, which the county council 
can no longer undertake due to reduced funding. 

The scheme, now introduced into Sidmouth, 
sees the county council provide free training for 
volunteers nominated by town councils. 

The training then enables the volunteers to sign 
up to the road warden scheme. 

Six town and parish council volunteers who are 
part of the county council's Community Road 
Warden scheme have agreed to take part in a trial 
where they will be provided with the tools and 
material to fill minor defects on their local roads. 

Sidmouth has seen it's fair share of road im¬ 
provements in 2016, with Trow Hill, Temple Street 
and the road into Sidbury having all experienced 
long road closures, due to improvements.

VIOLENCE, anti-social behaviour, burglaries and 
shop-lifting proved a problem in Axminster last 
month. 

A total of 45 crimes were reported to police during 
March, compared to 44 in March last year. 

The statistics were presented in a written report 
by PCSO Hayley Widger to Axminster Town Coun¬ 
cil. 

PCSO Widger wrote: “We have been dealing with 
several anti-social behaviour incidents due to 
Easter holidays, but we are fully aware of the youths 
involved and speaking with parents and dealing 
with the incidents robustly. 

“We have been experiencing an increase of bur¬ 
glary to local shops and businesses and some prop¬ 
erties. 

“As part of the small neighbourhood team, I have 
been visiting local businesses and shop owners of¬ 
fering crime prevention advice and help to protect 
buildings and property. 

“Again, we have a few possible links and targeting 
suspects, all victims have been given reassurance 
and full updates with the officers in charge of the 
cases. 

“Tbe other type of crime that has been increased 
is theft from shops. 

“Again, we are working with the local shops to 
prevent and reduce shoplifting, offering help and 
advice. 

“We have been viewing CCTV, and still have ongo¬ 
ing investigations into the crimes, and officers in 
charge of the cases are keeping the victims up¬ 
dated." 

Other crimes on the March list include common 
assault (three cases), occasioning actual bodily 
harm (2), attempted robbery (1) and blackmail (1). 

For a piece of good news, PCSO Widger said that 
her former colleague Andy Trott will be replaced. 

PCSO Trott left the force just before Easter after 
10 years. 

In her report, PCSO Widger wrote: “I've spoken 
with my Inspector, who ensures me that there will 
be a replacement for Andy Trott but unfortunately 
no dates or details are confirmed. 

“I will keep you updated and inform you of any 
changes."

"It was all sorts of things. For example, he was 
most instrumental in supplying a mini-bus for Axe 
Valley Community College. He was very supportive 
of the town.” 

Florist Alison Ayshford-Harris posted a message 
on the View News Facebook page, saying: “Mr Dut- 
field was a very generous man to many people and 
businesses in the town. My sympathy goes out to 
his family, he will be very missed. Rest in peace.” 

Axminster resident Emily Traynor also left a mes¬ 
sage, saying: “I still have the trophy for Bold Argu¬ 
ment’s apprentice stakes win, it was presented to 
Simon (as owner) but he gave it to me, saying ‘you 
did more to deserve this than me'. 

“He believed in people, as does Nerys [Mr Dut- 
field's wife], and I will be forever grateful.” 

A short but concise post by Nick Bazeley said: 
"True legend." 

Mr Dutfield’s funeral will be held on Thursday, April

Footpath closure 
process response 

DEVON County Council insists that the cor¬ 
rect process was followed when a footpath 
was closed at Cloakham Lawn in Axminster. 

As reported last week, furious town council¬ 
lors said there is one planning rule for ‘ ‘normal 
people” and one for developers.

It was explained that an order can be ob¬ 
tained through either The Highways Act or The 
Planning Act. 

Councillor Paul Hayward said the verbal re¬ 
port contradicted other information received 
from the county council and asked that the 
town council should ask for written clarification. 

It was decided that councillor Hayward 
should contact the county council directly and 
report back to the town council.

No-mess pastel demonstration 


SEATON AND DISTRICT ART SOCI¬ 
ETY: The April demonstration was 
given by talented Gloucestershire artist 
Christine Russell, whose favourite 
medium is soft pastel. 

She has an enormous collection of 
pastels ranging from hard, square-pro- 
filed sticks, to soft, velvety, cylindrical 
ones, made of almost pure compressed 
pigment and she also uses pastel pen¬ 
cils, but only to map out the initial 
drawing of her subject. 

Christine prefers painting outdoors in 
order to directly observe the subtleties 
of light on surface texture. However, as 
her subject on Monday was Venice, a 


photograph was the only answer - but 
at least it was one of her own. 

She had applied the under-painting 
in acrylic ink, the previous evening to 
save time which is always limited in 
demonstrations. 

Using pastels on top to create areas of 
subtlety, vibrancy and strength, Chris¬ 
tine built up layers while allowing the 
under-painting to show through in 
places as the picture progressed. 

Mistakes were removed either by 
brushing off an area, or by over paint¬ 
ing - if it didn’t look right, it went. 

As pastel is a dry medium, there is no 
mess and no waiting for layers to dry.

Our working cats vary in how wild they are;

They need a home on a farm or smallholding.

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A big man in every respect 


A TRIBUTE BY VIEW FROM 
EDITOR PHILIP EVANS 


IN the passing of 
Simon Dutfield, 
Axminster has lost a 
giant of a man, not 
only in stature but in 
his compassion for 
the town which his 


family put on the 
world map. 

Many might argue that 
inheriting the mantle of 
Axminster Carpets’ 
supremo from his father, 
the late, great Harry Dut¬ 
field, founder of the com¬ 


pany, gave Simon a start 
in life that would be the 
envy of many. 

But working for the 
family firm which was 
controlled by a character 
of Harry Dutfield’s busi¬ 
ness acumen, he was 
never going to be on easy 
street. 

Simon joined the 
world’s most famous car¬ 
pet manufacturer straight 
from school and after 
being sent to New 
Zealand by his father to 
gain experience of life, 
he returned to the Axmin¬ 
ster factory to work his 
way up the management 
ladder, through works 
manager, managing di¬ 
rector and, on Mr Dut¬ 
field’s death in 1999, to 
chairman of the com¬ 
pany. 

During that time he 
helped to build Axmin¬ 
ster Carpets from a £5 
million turnover to a £30 
million firm with local 
staff numbers topping 
500 at its peak and 
around 1,000 employes s 
in all associated compa¬ 
nies. 

You don’t achieve suc¬ 
cess in business to that 
degree without having to 
take some tough deci¬ 
sions along the way. 


There were years when 
Axminster Carpets re¬ 
turned record sales year 
after year with the firm 
being held in such re¬ 
spect to attract visits 
from Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and 
Princess Anne, and vari¬ 
ous other dignitaries, all 
proudly escorted around 
the factory by Simon. 

But in recent times, it’s 
been a different story 
with the decline of carpet 
manufacturing and the 
onset of the recessionary 
years taking its toll. 

Distressing time 

By this time Simon’s 
son Josh was a crucial 
part of the management 
team, helping his father 
to fight these austere 
times to retain control of 
the family firm. 

It was a hugely distress¬ 
ing time for the family, 
especially as jobs disap¬ 
peared, including many 
who had worked their 
whole lives at the carpet 
factory. 

In the end they were 
unable to keep control 


and a newly structured 
firm emerged to retain 
Axminster’s long associ¬ 
ation with the carpet in¬ 
dustry. 

Harry Dutfield was an 
astute businessman and 
Simon, followed by Josh, 
learned a great deal from 
him. 

All three cared greatly 
about their staff - none 
more so than Simon 
whose acts of compas¬ 
sion and the desire to 
help his staff was para¬ 
mount in the ethos of 
Axminster Carpets. 

A glance at the tributes 
that have been flowing in 
on social media since 
Simon’s sudden death 
was announced, are a tes¬ 
tament to this. 

Zest for life 

Simon would not want 
his obituary to be written 
without reference to his 
zest for life, especially as 
a young man. 

He was not exactly the 
epitome of scholastic in¬ 
nocence having been ex¬ 
pelled from Sherborne 
School for blowing up a 
greenhouse and then 
leaving Blundell’s in 
Tiverton when he was 
caught taking horserac¬ 
ing bets. 

A love of horseracing 
was to stay with him for 
the whole of his life, with 
the family owning a sta¬ 
ble and a number of 
horses. He also enjoyed 
fishing, like his father, 
and was an enthusiastic 
sportsman with a keen in¬ 
terest in cricket. 

The Dutfield family, in 
fact, acquired the 
Cloakham Lawn site 
with the intention of pro¬ 
viding sporting facilities 
for the town and their 
generosity has resulted in 
the Cloakham complex 
being one of the best 


sporting venues in East 
Devon. Cloakham will 
certainly be one of 
Simon’s legacies. 

He was also generous 
in his support for the 
Axminster Heritage 
project and, indeed, at 
events organised by nu¬ 
merous charities and or¬ 
ganisations where a rug 
from Axminster Carpets 
was a feature of virtually 
every raffle or auction in 


town. 

With eight children and 
seven grandchildren, 
family was always at the 
forefront of all Simon 
and his wife Nerys held 
most precious. 

He not only walked tall 
in their lives but was a 
big man in every respect 
in the life of Axminster 
and through the unsung 
kindnesses which have 
been the hallmark of the 


Dutfields’ contribution 
to the people who served 
them so well in making 
“an Axminster from 
Axminster” something 
special. 

His funeral at Colyton 
on Thursday, April 28th 
will undoubtedly be 
packed out and the fam¬ 
ily would like to stress 
that it is not necessary for 
those who attend to dress 
formally or wear black.

FOLLOWING the completion of the Axminster 
Choral Society’s 30th Anniversary programme, 
the choir now moves on to one of Felix 
Mendelssohn’s most famous works, ‘St. Paul’, 
first performed in 1836.

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5 RENOVATION NO-NO’s 


1. MONEY: It is unwise to take on a project un¬ 
less you can really afford to do it properly and to 
the best of your ability. If you're going to spend 
money on building work, ensure you get the max¬ 
imum benefit from it, both in terms of improving 
your home and adding value. With loft conver¬ 
sions, for example, a large dormer window will 
give you the most head height and useable space. 
As long as planning laws allow, changing the line 
of the roof from sloping to 'straight' (looking from 
the front or back), with a dormer spanning the 
width of the house, gives you the best possible 
conversion, although it won't be cheap. Some 
homes have a converted loft that can't officially be 
called a bedroom because it doesn't comply with 
buildings regulations. If you can make your con¬ 
version comply, and get a building registration cer¬ 
tificate to prove it, it will be worth a lot more. 

2. OVERSPENDING: Don't spend overspend on 
your home, unless you're not concerned about re¬ 
couping the cost. It's easy to splash out on expen¬ 
sive home improvements, but it's wise to spend in 
proportion to the value of the property and the area 
it's in. Fitting a £50,000 kitchen wouldn't be inap¬ 
propriate in a £1 million house, for example, but 
could be considered an unwise investment in a 
£250,000 house. 


3. FEATURES: Don't rip out original features. In 
decades past, beautiful period features weren't al¬ 
ways as valued as they are now, but original cor¬ 
nicing, floorboards, fireplaces and doors, etc, add 
value and make your home more attractive and 
sellable. Features can often be restored if they've 
been removed, using either original or reproduc¬ 
tion versions - eBay's a great place to find them. 

4. NEIGHBOURS: Don't ignore what your 
neighbours have done. Not improving your home 
in line with the rest of the neighbourhood could 
cost you dearly. If, for example, all or most of your 
neighbours' homes still have original wooden sash 
windows, replacing your windows with UP VC 
casement ones will probably devalue your home. 
In some areas, UP VC windows are everywhere, so 
fitting them is more likely to add value than not. 

5. PLANNING PERMISSION: Don't forget to 
get permission. Planning permission is, of course, 
sometimes required for building work, but it's not 
always obvious when you need planning and when 
you don't - ask your local council if in doubt. Flats 
and maisonettes don't have permitted development 
(PD) rights, so if you live in one, you'll need plan¬ 
ning for things that you wouldn't if you lived in a 
house, such as erecting a garden shed. Some

houses have had their PD rights removed, particu¬ 
larly on 'designated land' (which includes conser¬ 
vation areas) where PD rights are restricted 
anyway. If your home's listed, alterations usually 
require listed building consent from your local 
council, or in some cases English Heritage. And if 
your home's leasehold, you usually need the free¬ 
holder's permission for alterations, depending on 
what the lease says. Even if you own a share of the 
freehold, you still need the other freeholders to 
agree. 

HOW-TO TIP: White tile grout can soon become 
grubby, which isn't a good look. There are various 
ways to restore the whiteness, including scrubbing 
it with grout cleaner, applying grout paint, or even 
raking the grout out and regrouting. A much better 
solution is to steam off the dirt and marks with a 
good steam cleaner (see our Product of the Week).

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Electric car registrations reach record high 
as plug-in popularity continues to grow 

UPTAKE of plug-in cars reached a 
record high in the UK with more 
than 115 electric cars registered 
every day during the first quarter of 
2016. In total, 10,496 plug-in cars hit 
UK roads during the first three 
months of the year with one plug¬ 
in car sold every 13 minutes, repre¬ 
senting the best period of electric 
car sales since the Plug-in Car Grant 
was introduced in January 2011. 

Analysis by Go Ultra Low and lat¬ 
est registration figures from the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) show plug-in 
car sales this year are ahead of 
schedule to exceed 2015’s record 
total - when more plug-in cars 
were registered than the previous 
five years combined. In addition, 
this first quarter success repre¬ 
sents a 23% improvement on the 


same point last year, when a huge 
386% year-on-year rise in regis¬ 
trations was recorded. 

As increasing numbers of mo¬ 
torists switch on to the benefits of 
electric driving, the unprecedented 
growth over the last 12 months has 
continued into the start of 2016. 
The number of vehicles registered 
using the Plug-In Car Grant has 
now surpassed 58,000, nearly 
triple the amount that were regis¬ 
tered at the start of last year. 

Transport Minister Andrew Jones, 
said: “These record figures show 
that hundreds of people every week 
are coming round to the fact that 
plug-in cars are cleaner, greener and 
cheaper to run. The UK is a world 
leader in the uptake of low emission 
vehicles and our long-term eco¬ 
nomic plan is investing £600 million 


by 2020 to improve air quality, cre¬ 
ate jobs and achieve our goal of 
every new car and van in the UK 
being ultra-low emission by 2040.” 

In addition to surging quarterly 
growth, March also delivered the 
strongest-ever monthly sales fig¬ 
ures, with 7,144 new electric cars 
hitting UK roads. The monthly total 
exceeds the previous high of 6,104, 
recorded exactly a year ago in 
March 2015. 

Poppy Welch, Head of Go Ultra 
Low, said: “This continued and 
steep growth in uptake of plug-in 
cars is testament to how electric 
vehicles are becoming a natural 
choice for increasing numbers of 
new car buyers. With low running 
costs, tax exemptions and free 
parking in many locations, many 
more motorists should be consid¬ 


ering a plug-in vehicle as their next 
car. As registrations records con¬ 
tinue to be set and the rate of EV 
growth carries on, it’s no longer a 
question of will more motorists 
choose electric, but when.” 

This early year boost in plug-in 
registrations is set to maintain the 
UK’s position as a leading market in 
the European Union for electric ve¬ 
hicle (EV) sales. Over the past 12 
months, the UK ranks as the biggest 
major market and second only to 
the Netherlands in total EV registra¬ 
tions, with 28,715 new plug-in cars 
representing one fifth of the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s collective EV sales. 

Go Ultra Low exists to help mo¬ 
torists understand the benefits, 
cost savings and capabilities of the 
raft of EVs on the market. The col¬ 
laborative campaign is the first of 


its kind, bringing together a consor¬ 
tium of major vehicle manufactur¬ 
ers, Government and the Society 


of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT).
